To many observers the decline appeared to 

be connected with the marked changes which 
had taken place in thecharacter of the populat- 
ion. Ever since the time, shortly after the Civil 
War, when an influx of French Canadians 
had begun to displace native-born labor in 
New England mills, the foreign element in 
the population had increased in numbers and 
variety. Of a total population of 7,400,909 in 
1920, 1,870,654 were foreign-born whites. 
Those who owned Canada as their birth- 
lace numbered 474,346, while Italy had 
urnished 238,508 and Poland 131,378. The 
foreign admixture was largest in Massa- 
chusetts, where 1,077,534 out of a total popu- 
lation of 3,852,356 were foreign born. 
Grouped at first mainly in the mill towns, the 
foreign population was spreading into the 
country, small land-holdings growing rapidly 
into larger ones, with the Italians leading in 
what in some districts amounted almost to a 
monopoly of market gardening. 

Whatever the social effects of immigration 
might be, New England industry in particu- 
lar showed evidence of losing its grip. Idle 
mills, mills running on part time, irritating 
wage cuts, vanishing dividends, and the in- 
invasion of New England markets by pro- 
ducts no better than could be produced at 
home, all testified to the fact that industrially 
New England was slipping. What was more, 
and in some ways worse, New England was 
complaining — complaining that the South 
was luring away its spindles and looms, that 
its capital was seeking investment afield, 
that its apples came from Washington, its 

oultry and butter from Michigan or New 

fork, its manufactured iron and steel from 
Pennsylvania or Alabama; in short, that 
New England no longer counted as it used 
to count, and that the times, rather than 
New England, were to blame.

The Council has undertaken to develop the 
recreational resources of New England “as 
a capital asset of the first magnitude.” 
Thanks to its inspiration and guidance its 
Recreational Resources Committee was able 
to report at the Hartford meeting the form- 
ation of the Berkshire Hills Conference, repre- 
senting more than a score of local committees, 
together with a number of other regional 
groups, for the cooperative development of 
their offerings to tourists; substantial in- 
creases in advertising expenditures in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, in the latter 
State with a substantial growth in the volume 
of hotel and tourist business; organized 
efforts on the part of twenty-nine cities and 
towns to attract Summer visitors; and a 
campaign, jointly with the legal and public 
health officials of the States, to improve the 
sanitary condition of motor-tourist camps 
and wayside lodging houses. The timeliness 
of such efforts, not to speak of direct finan- 
cial returns, appears Bs ae one learns that 
the number of motorists who crossed the 
Vermont-Canada border in 1926 exceeded by 
300,000 the number who crossed in 1925. 

A third activity of special significance is 
industrial research. Is New England in- 
dustrially actually declining? If it is, what 
are the reasons? Are the States and local 
communities really interested in keeping the 
industries that they have, or they are taxing 
them to death or regulating them out of 
existence. Are the industries themselves effi- 
cient, and isthere room for industrial ex- 
pansion? 

At some of these points conditions were 
discouraging. “An examination of the 
machinery schedule of a New England mill, 
which is said to be typical of several in its 
community, discloses the fact,” it was re- 
ported, “that the average age of all machin- 
ery in the plant is 23 1-2 years. More than 
50 percent of the looms are over twenty-five 
years old; 75 percent of the mules are 
twenty-eight years old or more; 50 percent 
of the cards were more than twenty-two 
years old; 90 percent of the spinning frames 
twenty-five years old or more, and 100 per- 
cent of the warpers more than thirty-five 
years old.” Inquiries by the Council showed 
few communities that were exerting them- 
selves to gain new industries, and a large 
proportion of questionnaires sent out by the 
Council brought no response. 


Industrial Investigations 

It is such conditions that the Council has 
undertaken to study thoroughly and over 
an extended period, wisely concluding that a 
work involving ten years cannot be finished 
in a few months. Meantime, however, a 
hopeful beginning has been made. With the 
aid of a firm of industrial engineers and a 
member of the Faculty of the Harvard 
School of Business Administration, the 
Research Committee of the Council has 
already published three elaborate statistical 
reports on the merchandising of shoes, 
cotton dress goods and knitted underwear 
and hosiery. The launching of these Livesti- 
gations led the directors of the New Ham: 
shire Lumbermen’s Association to ask the 
Council to undertake a similar investigation 
of the New England lumber industries, the 
wooden box section of which alone does a 
business of some $20,000,000 a year, and the 
work has gone on under the supervision of 
the Director of the Harvard Forest. Directly 
or indirectly the Committee has exerted 
itself to hold industries that were upon the 
point of leaving, to bring in outside industries 
and develop new ones, to secure a better 
diversification of industries and_ full-time 
operation of factories and to pave the way for 
improved equipment.

Where cooperation with the 
Federal Government or the States has been 
practicable, such cooperation has been wel- 
comed; there is cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, for example, to the ex- 
tent of avoiding duplication; but with 
politics the movement has nothing to do. 
What its full outcome may be is, of course, a 
matter of the future; at the moment, it 
seems destined to go a long way in the direc- 
tion of making New England new. 


Improving Traffic Conditions 


Does it pay police in cities and towns to be 
unusually strict in enforcing traffic laws, 
especially against strangers or does it pay to 
be more liberal? Many communities 
throughout the country have proved quite 
satisfactorily that liberal application of tra- 
fic laws with reference to strangers is the 
most profitable in the long run. The day of 
“pinching” the public for every slight in- 
fraction, is past. ‘The consensus of opinion 
expressed by police officials at the reecent 
National Motorcycles Show held at New 
York was to the effect that it is no longer 
considered good form to maintain police 
forces merely to see how many arrests can be 
made. On the contrary, the majority of 
police and municipal heads judge the etli- 
ciency of police effort by the lack of arrests. 
In other words modern police practice is fol- 
lowing the plan of preventative action rather 
than punitive action, One police official in 
his orders recently stressed this point to his 
subordinates by pointing out that an officer 
showing an unusual number of arrests would 
be considered not fulfilling the policies of the 
department. He pointed out that a reduc- 
tion of accidents within an officer’s sphere of 
activity means more to the community than 
a large number of arrests for minor infrac- 
tions. Municipal authorities who have given 
a great deal of thought and study to the 
problem claim that the presence of a pro- 
perly uniformed and properly mounted 
mounted officer on the road acts as a satis- 
factory deterrent to deliberate law infrac- 
tions and enables an officer to thoroughly 

xatrol a given territory, lending aid to snar- 
ed traffic and by keeping vehicles on the 
move, reduce the possibility of collisions. 
Increased traffic congestion in all localities 
has made it almost imperative for com- 
munities to adopt motorcycle patrol to etlect- 
ually handle traffic confusion and congestion. 


Present street and road conditions require 
a type of patrol which may be quickly 


manouvered in and out of traffic thus en- 


abling the patrol officer to reach a given 
point in as short a time as possible.

Red Cross Societies Cooperate in

The relief of Bulgarian refugees, necessi- 
tated by the obligatory exchange of pula- 
tion in the Balkans, is working toward a suc- 
cessful completion through the close coopera- 
tion of a number of national Red Cross 
societies, all functioning through the League 
of Red Cross Societies.

Hysteric Criticism 


The Century Dictionary describes hysteria 
as “a nervous disease characterized by an 
unrestrained desire to attract attention and 
Rf dae While this disease is confined 
chiefly to women it sometimes afflicts men 
especially when they become unduly excited 
Over some sudden and unexpected disaster. 
At such times there is a loss of mental 
balance and a breaking down of restraint and 
the pouring forth of excited emotions in un- 
wonted conduct and exaggerated language. 

A case of mental hysteria was witnessed ty 
us in Andover a year ago; when our honored 
policeman, Black, was shot, the tragedy 
shocked our town and for a time unbalanced 
the judgment of many of our citizens. This 
explains why they attributed the cause of the 
shooting to an insufficient police force in- 
stead or to the hellish intent of the assassin 
during an unhinderable time of freedom; it 
would have happened if our police force had 
been doubled, it could easily happen any 
night now. 

And now once again, the popular mim has 
been thrown out of balance by an unpre- 
ventable happening. An unprecedented fire 
raged for Oe consecutive days at West 
Andover — the fiercest in the entire history 
of our town. While fires of such magnitude 
rarely occur, nevertheless, they are always 
possible, and no fire equipment can guarantee 
immunity from them. The city of Boston 
and later, the entire city of Chelsea, burned 
in spite of superb fire ei erate The tragic 
happenings along the Mississippi are not due 
to negligence or stinginess of the cities along 
its flow. These events stand wholly outside 
the ordinary happenings and no amount of

What Andover voters need to remember and 
what our critics totally and voluntarily 
ignore is the unavoidableness of just such a 
catastrophe, It can neither be foreseen nor 
prevented by any fire department, however 
up-to-date or efficient and multiple its fire 
ri od may be. Hence to imply that this 

ire at West Andover could have been pre- 
vented by a new fire pump or is traceable to 
“false economy at town meeting” is to con- 
vict the critics either of hysteria or of taking 
an undue advantage of a hysteric atmosphere 
to justify their extravagant demands upon 
the town’s exchecquer. 


Considerable space is given in The Towns- 
man under date of April 22nd in criticism of 
those who urged the voters not to repeat the 
orgie of extravagance that characte the 
previous town meeting but rather to confine 
their expenditures, this year at least, to the 
town’s actual needs. These criticisms come 
from the pen of three of our citizens: — one 
from the editor, one from our well-meanin; 
but notorious prodigal of town money, an 
the third from a graphic writer who hides 
his identity behind an impenetrable mask. 
They all agree in condemning the “false 
economy” shown at our last town meeting 
and each has seized upon a mishap to our 
present fire pump, on the third day of the 
fire, to justify their criticisms. According to 
our editor our present fire pump is “abso- 
lutely unfit”, yet he tells us we must some- 
how get along with it “until next March”. 
But if it is “absolutely unfit” we should 
scrap it at once. Why drag along with an 
“absolutely unfit” fire pump for nearly a 
whole year? Chief Emerson, who if anybody 
should know the condition of our present fire 
pump, assures me that nothing whatever is 
the matter with the fire pump; it worked all 
right till the third or fourth day of the fire 
and the right-hand spring on the forward 


axle suddenly broke as it left the engine 
house. This he tells me ‘might happen to a

dition”. But, as he says, ‘no one can pre- 
dict what will happen to any fire truck till it 
actually happens”, The “clutch difficulty ” 
that developed at the fire happens with cars 
only a year in service. It ha happened to 
this truck once before, but it was easily and 
quickly remedied and interfered not a 
particle with the functioning of the pump. 


Our editor writes well. His style, breadth 
of outlook and fair-mindedness ‘bear the 
stamp of a thoughtful and trained intelli- 
gence. I always read his editorials with 
pleasure, therefore my disappoitment is keen 
when I find him betrayed into making such 
extravagant and unprovable statement as 
above quoted. We expect only calm and 
accurate statements from our editor and 
especially during the excitement following a 
town catastrophe.

shoes, motors, or goes to a movie on 
Sunday. They are only his private 
affairs and no one has any right to dic- 
tate to him what he must or must not 
do in such matters. Many worthy 
citizens are still obsessed with the idea 
that man was made for Sunday. But 
that is hardly the modern viewpoint. 
The Lord’s day is not an end in itself; it 
was made for man to use for his great- 
est benefit. Looked at from this 
angle the movie question seems to 
many people to be a matter in which 
about 1100 voters cannot browbeat 800 
fellow-citizens into submission. 

This movie question is not yet settled. 
It is a fair guess that two generations 
ago the vote would have been ten to 
one against such a question, provided 
our worthy fathers would have been 
courageous and broad-minded enough 
to put the matter to a vote. Ten years 
hence the majority would most probably 
be for Sunday movies. Stillit is a matter 
to be determined by those in authority 
rather than settled by public vote, be- 
cause of the limitations of law in a 
matter of such private concern. 

We venture to quote again in this 
column, part of a speech which President 
Coolidge made before the American 
Bar association at San Francisco, in 
August, 1922, because it is to the point 
here. 


‘The sovereign people in a democratic 
community have turned their thumbs 
down on the Sunday movie question, 
and the majority will have its way. 
That is strictly “according to Hoyle”. 
As the typical Andover citizen looks at 
the results of the vote, he feels that the 
wish of the majority of the voters must 
be right, and he is complacently satisfied. 
Vox populi, vox dei. 

Yet there are some among the voters 
who feel differently. They look upon it, 
not from the point of view of commer- 
cialism, or of the need for Sunday 
movies, or of the morality of showing 
pictures on the first day of the week. 
These people feel that a man has certain 
rights of which even a majority should 
not deprive him. There is a certain 
sphere of action over which the indi- 
vidual has full choice. “The line of 
demarcation is not easily drawn, and 
intelligent people will always differ 
about it. Each case will have to be 
decided on its own merits as it comes up. 

If a given practice on Sunday is 
obviously injurious to the public welfare, 
the poeple have a moral right to legislate 
it out of existence. But if a practice can 
have only imaginary harm on the gen- 
eral welfare there is no excuse for inter- 
fering with it. Suppose that tomorrow 
we were asked to vote as to whether we 
should prohibit motoring for pleasure on 
Sundays. Many citizens who want the 
rest of us to wear a halo around our 
heads and be miserable on the Lord’s 
Day would denounce Sunday motoring 
with identically the same arguments 
that they have used against the movies. 
Or perhaps some one would get up a 
petition for a law against wearing tan 
shoes on Sunday, and there are those 
who might say that tan shoes desecrate 
the Lord’s Day. But the only real 
issue that these fictitious illustrations 
bring up is that it is not the town’s 
business whether a citizen wears tan

Auto Takes to the Railroad Track 

According to eye-witnesses, seldom, if 
ever, has an automobile been seen in so 
many pieces (except in the factory before 
assembling) as that which was struck by the 
Portland express about half past three 
Sunday morning on the railroad tracks be- 
tween Ballardvale and Andover. Edward 
Hussell, 35, and Joseph Hurley, 35, both of 
Salem Depot, N. H., who were riding in the 
car at the time miraculously escaped with 
minor injuries. 

The men, in the course of their nocturnal 
travels reached the Ballardvale station just 
as the paper train went through. As soon as 
the gates were raised, the machine, driven by 
Hurley, turned sharply to the north and 
proceeded along the railroad track. It is 
claimed that Joseph Oldroyd, gatetender at 
the Ballardvale crossing, shouted to the men 
to turn back, but to no purpose. 

A few minutes afterwards the Portland- 
bound express passed through overtaking 
the machine about a half a mile north of the 
crossing. Hussell was thrown out into the 
sandy embankment; the motor of the 
machine fell fifty feet ahead of the locomotive 
and the gasoline tank forty feet to one side; 
Hurley was under some parts of the tonneau. 

Both men were taken aboard the train and 
carried to Lawrence where an ambulance 
took them to the Lawrence General hospital. 
Hurley was released after treatment of 


slight cuts_on his nose and legs. Hussell 
sufiering roan cuts and Brite on his tere 


knee and back was taken by friends to his 
home in Salem Depot. Neither was in a 
serious condition. 

Officers Leonard Saunders, Arthur Jowett 
and George Dane investigated the accident 
for Andover police. Accordingto policemen, 
the imprint of Hussell’s body in the embank- 
ment could be plainly seen. 

Lieutenant Fred E. Lanen and Officer 
Mackie investigated the accident for the 
Lawrence police and accompanied the 
ambulance to the South station. They re- 
ported that Engineer Clark and Conductor 
Garland informed them that the accident 
occurred about a mile north of the Ballard- 
vale crossing and that the machine was 
forced along the tracks ahead of the engine 
for several yards before the engine could be 
brought to a stop.

Chorales, anthems 
of the commonest type, a gloomy contralto 
singing “ He Shall Feed His Flock” - they all 
have their defenders. So let us have pity on 
choir directors, who attempt to set a stand- 
ard—and then to raise it. And to those 
directors who lent their assistance last night 
let us give thanks. 

Mr. Stone, after “America” had been 
sung, directed by the Rev. Earl E. Harper, 
began the program with the kyrie from a 
Rheinberger mass, which he followed by a 
Christus Factus Est” by Anerio, the suc- 
cessor to Palestrina. ‘“O Thou, the Central 
Orb,” by Orlando Gibbons, closed the first 
group. After Mr. Arnold had played a fan- 
tasy by Cesar Franck, the choir sang “ Wash 
Me Thoroughly from My Wickedness” by 
Samuel Sebastian Wesley; “Let All Mortal 
Flesh Keep Silence,” an attractive old French 
melody arranged by Holst; Rachmaninoft’s 
“Cherubin Song”; and an evening hymn by 
H. Balfour Gardiner. 

The choir and congregation presently 
sang another hymn, “All People That on 
Earth Do Dwell,” then the choir closed the 
concert with “O Holy Lord,” by Dett and 
“Hail, Gladdening Light,” by George C.

Essex Aggie Fruit Judging Team Wins at 
Amherst 


The Interscholastic Fruit Judging Contest 
held in connection with High School day at 
Amherst on April 30, was won by a team 
from the Essex County Agricultural school. 
This is a significant victory inasmuch as there 
were sixteen teams from all parts of Massa- 
chusetts in the contest. The Essex Aggie 
team was made up of Peter Pasukonis of 
Rowley, Horace Shute of West Newbury, and 
Thomas Gould of Lynn, all students at the 
school, Instructor C. M. Wood of the Fruit 
Division trained these students and the 
result reflects credit upon him as well as upon 
the school. Smith Agricultural school of 
Northampton placed second while North 
High School of Worcester took third place. 


Color of Berries Identity of Plant 


Bright berries of winter days relieve the 
monotone of gray leafless woods and the 
windswept blank of snow-covered fields. 
They sound for most of us the very note of 
the holiday season yet, as with all the beau- 
ties of nature, there is a vast utilitarian 
reason underlying their gay attraction. 

The color is the advertisement of the 
plant, calculated to draw the attention of 
birds and animals to the feast spread before 
them. Flocks of migrating birds which 
pause only long enough for a meal may carry 
the seeds many miles before dropping them 
on new soil, to start another colony. 

Red in varying shades is the outstand- 
ing color of the winter berries. There is the 
rich crimson of the staghorn sumach whose 
fruit is lifted toward the sky like glowing 
torches, on the tips of velvety twigs. The 
clusters are pyramidal in shape, often over 
a foot long, and are made up of hundreds of 
small globules, each covered thickly with 
fine crimson hairs. This fruit lasts well into 
the winter and is much relished by many 
varieties of birds. 

Sumach may be found growing in quantity 


on waste lands, in pastures, along railroad | 


cuttings. It transplants readily and is a 
desirable addition to the shrubbery border 
of any home garden, for not only do the 
birds come to feast on the berries, but its 
fernlike foliage, beautiful at all times of year, 
is truly gorgeous in its autumn tints. 

There is another variety of sumach which 
everyone should know by sight in order to 
avoid. That is the poison sumach which 
affects many people in much the same way 
as does poison ivy, causing swelling and 
painful irritation which may be quite serious. 

Me poison sumach can easily be distin- 
gusthed from its harmless cousins by the fruit 
which grows in a loose raceme of gray-white 
berries, hanging from the leaf-axils, the point 
where the leaf stem starts from the twig, 
whereas the rich, red berries of the harmless 
varieties are never found except in a terminal 
cluster at the end of a branch. 

Poison ivy may be recognized even now 
that leaves have fallen, by the same au- 
xiliary growth of its gray-white berries on 
vines writhing prostrate over rocks or ground. 

The flowering dogwood that filled the 
May woods with snowy wonder comes 
into renewed prominence now that branches 
are bare. Where each white blossom was 
expanded now stands an erect cluster of four 
to six vermillion berries without stems, close 
set to the twig. Highly palatable to birds, 
these berries have within a sweet, bright

yellow flesh which coneals a seed so hard as 
to defy successfully all digestive processes. 

In widespreading 
to the ground on small plants, may be found 
a berry of much the same shape and color 
as that of the flowering dogwood. This is 
the little bunchberry or dwarf cornel. 

Much surprise is usually expressed by 
those to whom it is told that this tiny 
plant is a close cousin of the tall tree dog- 
woods, but if one tries to dig up a single 
one of these plants from the patch he will 
find that a strong branchlike root, lying 
horizontally just under the surface of the 
ground, connects all the individuals of the 
colony so that it is exactly as though a 
branch from a dogwood tree were laid 
underground with the fruiting twigs pro- 
jecting above the surface. In the marvelous 
collection of glass flowers in the Agassiz 
Museum at Harvard, Mr. Robert Blaschaa 
has shown this most exactly. 

There was a time not very many years 
ago when one could drive out into the 
country from Boston and gather his own 
holly for Christmas, but now there are few 
laces indeed where it may be found in 
fassachusetts, and those are most care- 
fully guarded. 

From Rhode Island South, however, holly 
grows in sufficient quantity to cut for 
market. Formerly all branches were scorned 
which were not well loaded with gay, scarlet 
berries as well as the leather green leaves 
with their sharp-spined angles, but as hollies 
bear fruit only once in four years, the 
foliage alone is now used, sprays of red 
berries from the black alder being fastened 
amongst it for contrast. 

Bear-berry is a name often used for this 
black alder. It grows freely along roadsides 
or by the stonewalls of pastures and as it is 
of bushy habit and rapid growth it seems 
to be none the worse for having its branches 
Brune back each year. Its leaves turn 

lack and drop off each fall so there is not 
the temptation to break down the whole 
bush that there is in the case of the holly. 

Mountain-ash berries remain on the trees 
until late in the winter. Borne high above 
the deepest drifts, their flaming orange-red 
is apparently a welcome sight to our resident 
winter birds who feast on these berries when 
shrubs and seedbearing plants are locked 
fast away beneath the snow-crust. The 
large seed within each drupe is of such 
bonelike hardness as to escape digestion 
and the beautiful tree is becoming more and 
more common in the higher regions which it 
favors. 

Red and yellow join in the beauty of the 
bitter-sweet vine which festoons trees and 
clambers over gray stonewalls in the country. 
When the fruit ripens in the fall it is of a deep 
yellow. The first frost throws back this 
yellow covering to disclose the brilliance of 
the red berry within and with this gay 
combination of colors, whose efficacy in a 
certain direction is known to every school 
child, the plant will remain all winter to 
cheer gray range or to brighten dreary 
rooms. 

Scouts Plant Walnut Groves to Honor 
Great Americans 

From famous black walnut trees closely 
connected with events in the lives of three 
of the Nation’s greatest figures, George 
Washington, Theodore Roosevelt and Robert 
E. Lee, Boy Scouts are obtaining seed wal- 
nuts and planting them to stand in future 
as memorials of the great deeds of these men. 

Realizing that the rapidly diminishing 
supply of black walnut trees in America 
would soon leave the nation in want of its 
most valuable decorative hardwood sources, 
Daniel Carter Beard, National Scout Com- 
missioner, started several years ago to col- 
ect black walnuts from the giant trees over- 
shadowing the grave of Theodore Roosevelt 
at Oyster Bay and to distribute them to 
Scouts throughout the United States for 
planting. 

Recently, under the supervision of the 
Lone Scout Division of the Boy Scouts of 
America, seed walnuts from trees on the 
farm of George Washington at Mount Ver- 
non, and from the estate of Robert E. Lee, 
which is now the Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, have been distributed to Boy Scouts 
in the rural sections of the Northand South.

Names Show Origin of Dress Materials 


Many women are familiar with the 
names of various dress materials, but pro- 
bably only a comparatively few know the 
reason for the designations of such mer- 
chandise. Every year new dress materials 
and new names are invented, but the older 
stuffs, like the brook, go on forever. Their 
names are not merely the output of the 
manufacturer’s imagination or a couturier’s 
fancy, but are logical and geographical. 
Many of them have an abiding place in 
literature and have a historical value. 

Lawn, for instance, was originally known 
as “Linen of Laon,” from the town of 
Northern France where it was made. And 
just as Laon linen was shortened to lawn, so 


Calicut cloth, as it was called when it was 
imported, abvut 1630, by the East Inrlia 


Company from Calicut, on the coast of 
Malabar, became calico. The printing of 
calico began in England in 1676, when a 
Frenchman established a factory in Rich- 
mond for the purpose. 

Extraordinary as it must seem now, calicos 
were prohibited to be printed or worn in 
England in 1700, while in 1721 anyone wear- 
ing the material was liable to a fine of £21. 

Half a century before calico was introduced 
into England, Cambray, in Flanders had 
sent samples of the product of its looms, 
which was accordingly called cambric. 

Half a century earlier still, damask, in 
common with satin, silk, chamblet, and 
taffeta, was forbidden to be worn by man 
under a certain rank in life. 

Today, and fabric of wool, linen, or cotton 
woven in the manner of the first damask is 
known by its name. The use of damask 
material for napery goes back many cent- 
uries. 

From Cashmere came the cloth of that 
name woven from the downy wool of the 
Libetan goat. Cashmere shawls were first 
brought in England in 1666, and were after- 
wards well imitated in Bradford and Hudders- 
field. Queen Victoria used at one time to have 
wonderful specimens of these shawls sent her 
as tribute from India, and she used constantly 
to give them away as wedding presents to those 
whom she delighted to honor. In the passing 
of time there have been varied changes in the 
spelling of the word. 

Muslin was first imported into England in 
1670 from Mousol in Mesopotamia. The 
Arabic name of the town apeears to 
be Mousol and the fabric woven there 
was called Mousoligy. This became Mous- 
seline in French and by a natural shortening 
of the pronunciation it is easy to see how 
the word became muslin. On the other 
hand, it is said that the word ‘“ Moslem,” 
meaning a Mohammedan, is pronounced 
as if spelled “Muslim,” and a slight cor- 
ruption gives us muslin, the material of 
which the Moslem dress is made. 

Poplin came from Avignon, and the reason 
for its name is not immediately apparent until 
we remember that, until 1791, Avignon was a 
papal town, and therefore the silk manufact- 
ured there was called by the Italians papa- 
lino, and by the French papelin, so that when 
it was introduced into England in 1693 by the 
Hugenot refugees it automatically became 
poplin. Today, most poplins are of worsted 
and flax or wool and cotton, and those of 
Irish manufacture are deservely popular. 

From China we get Shantung and Nankeen 
the latter far more used half a century ago

The Horses and Dogs of Iceland 


Iceland is a sparsely settled country where 
a population of about one hundred thousand 
is scattered over an area about the size of 
Scotland. A striking characteristic of the 
people is their love and interest in their do- 
mestic animals, The most trusted compans 
ions of the Iceland farmer are the horse and 
the dog; they are his inseparable comrades on 
many a perilous journey. It is the instinct 
of these friends that guides him home over 
mountains and moors when overtaken by the 
sudden Arctic blizzards or the inpenetrable 
fog that so obscures the trail, faint enough in 


fair weather, so that the human eye is entirely 
unable to distinguish the path. 

One remarkable feature about Iceland is 
that every county is bounded on one side at 
least by a wilderness of lava, sand-dunes 
mountains, and heaths, and inasmuch as the 
settlements are around the coast all cross 
country travel must be over this “No man’s 
land.” A net work of automobile roads is to 
be found around the capital, Reykjavik, as
